Duchess of York, 

As for old Témple Bar, the curious 
tourist need not look from end t& 
end of Fleet street; he will have to gv 
much further afield—to Cheshunt, 
Herts, to wit, where it was re-erected 
in Theobald’s Park, by Sir Henry 
Meux.—London Answers.
